*Sri P. Anthony Reddy: (Anantapur). Madam 
Chairman, I thank the Government for taking up 
innumerable Governmental activities in almost all the 
districts of the State ; number of villages have been 
electrified; number of irrigation schemes have been 
made into a fact and many more are being sanctioned. 
For all these I have to praise the efforts of the Govern- 
ment, it does not mean that everything is all right. 
Especially in the month of September when the Rayala- 
seema districts had drought conditions and there was 
almost a famine, the Chief Minister and the Finance 
Minister were very alert and immediately they took 
steps by which the poor ryot and the poor agricultural 
labourer had some work and made a living for nearly 
3 to 4 months. We expected that thing would change, 
but unfortunately famine conditions are still rampant 
especially in Anantapur district and more so in the nor- 
thern taluks. I am sure that if something is not done 
immediately things may become worse Our Finance 
Minister who is always in 'Brahmanandam' may feel that 
everything is all right throughout the State; but it is not 
so in Anantapur district. I therefore request the Finance 
Minister to be alert and immediately do something in 
order to relieve the poor ryot and the agricultural 
labourer 

Madam, during the course of this year the Gov- 
vernment has done two important things. One is the 
Administrative Reforms Committee and the other is 
change of Prohibition from police again to Prohibition 
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Department. Of course, the Government did these two 
things witn good intention. But I feel that there are 
innate difficulties m the two things they did. The Ad- 
ministrative Reforms Committee was composed of main- 
ly I.C S. and I A.S. officers. When we want decentralis- 
ation and when we want to control red-tapism, these are 
not the people who could suggest reforms. After all, 
there are a few experienced non-officials who had suffer- 
ed under this red-tapism and they would have given us 
good suggestions; unfortunately, the Government did not 
appoint any non-official and to that extent the Admini- 
strative Reforms Committee was defective; and a casual 
reading ot their report shows that this Committee did 
not at all tackle redtapism properly, nor did they tackle 
decentralisation properly. Therefore, I would request 
the Government to revise this body and take some other 
step by which decentralisation in administrative set-up 
could be brought about and red-tapism controlled 

With regard to Prohibition, the Government felt 
a few years back that the Prohibition department had 
failed in the implementation of prohibition programme. 
Then they transferred this department to the Police after 
the experience they had with the Prohibition department. 
Now we find even the Police have failed. Now again, 
the Government have transferred it to the Prohibition 
Department, and the old officers are taken back to the 
Prohibition department. Do you think, Sir, that these 
old prohibition officials who failed to implement prohi- 
bition will again succeed? I think it is a wrong step. I 
would request the Government to revise the policy, and 
if they are sincere m implementing prohibition this is 
not the proper method. 

Sir, during the British regime, all Congressmen 
and almost all parties used to brand the British regime 
as bureaucratic as it showed no consideration to the 
people, not even to the then legislators 

I feel, Sir, we have made our system of adminis- 
tration more bureaucratic than it was during the British 
regime. Our Ministers are almost puppets in the hands 
of the Secretariat. They think of bringing some legis- 
lation and immediately they give their ideas; for drafting 
of the Bills it goes to the Law Department, If you just 
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scrutinise all the Bills that bave come before the 
Assembly for the last three or four years, we would see 
that in every Bill there would be some clause or the 
ot&er whereia the grip on the implementation of the 
particular legislation will be in the hands of the Secre- 
taries. It is introduced so stealthily that very few 
people detect it, and if they fail in introducing a clause 
in the Bill itself, while drafting tne rules they will bring 
in something or the oth^r wbereby the grip of me 
Secretariat will be introduced in its implementation. 
For this, I have a suggestion to make Tne Ministers 
snould have a consultative body of legislators. If the 
Ministers feel mat there is no talent among the legisla- 
tors, I have no quarrel. I do not ihink any Minister 
will dare to say so. Among the legislators, you have 
got excellent lawyers, fine Doctors, social workers and 
educationists. In almost every field of activity, we 
have some people or the other who are interested in 
tnat particular activity or who are experts in that line. 
Supposing, the Minister in charge of Public Health has 
a consultative body of Doctors and persons who are 
interested in Public Health, while bringing forward a 
legislation, at the drafting stage if he consults thss 
consultative body, I am sure, it will be more practicable 
and more realistic. Why should the Ministers feel shy 
of consulting the legislators? There is something 
wrong Either they have not thought about it or they 
are almost under the grip of the Secretariat. As I said, 
in the beginning, I give this suggestion to our Ministers 
of having a consultative body, I do not say advisory 
body, for if we say that the Ministers may find it 
difficult - of legislators for consultation. 

Next, Sir, I regret to remark, with due deference 
to some of our officers that in the departments, casteisra, 
nepotism and favouritism are very common. A parti- 
cular caste official will try to pull up his own caste man, 
ignoring other castes people, who are efficient, hard- 
working and sincere. When an appeal goes to the 
Secretariat, the Secretariat very often simply supports 
the opinion of the departmental head. If such is the 
case, I do not see any reason why there should be a 
Secretariat. The Secretariat is there because the Govern- 
ment wanted a set-up which is not connected with the 
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public and which can always calmly think over and 
come to a just conclusion. Unfortunately, our Secre- 
tariat is failing in this duty. If we just go round the 
Districts, we find cases where really efficient people 
suffer, because they do not belong to the particular 
community of the departmental head. Such cases are 
so common that one gets disgusted with this type of 
administrative set-up. I do not mean to say that there 
are no good officers who are very fair and who give due 
importance to efficiency, sincerity and hard work, but 
unfortunately, they are very few. Therefore, I request 
the Ministers and also the Secretariat that when an 
appeal goes to them, they should not blindly pass an 
order, they must scrutinise the appeal and find out the 
relation between the Head of the Department and the 
particular officer who has suffered and considering all 
these things they must come to a judicious conclusion. 
If they blindly support the departmental head or if they 
merely take the recommendation of somebody or the 
other, they will only be making injustice prevalent in 
our State. Therefore, at least in these things, a little 
care is required on the part of the Ministers as well as 
the Secretariat officials. 

Lastly, Sir, I would like to point out that a lot of 
difficulties are put when an officer is transfeired from 
one place to another. Months pass before he gets his 
salary. I don't see any reason why such delays occur. 
You may say the Accountant General is delaying. If 
the Accountant General is there only to delay the pay- 
ment of salaries to these officers, I don't see any reason 
why the Accountant General's office should exist. The 
Government should draw the attention of the Account- 
ant General's office and make them come to their senses, 
if they are really delaying these things. In the matter of 
pensions, the position is much worse. If a good and 
strict officer retires, he will be without money, and it is 
this poor fellow who suffers most by reason of his 
pension being delayed for months and years together. 
On the other hand, a fellow who had been corrupt, can 
just make use of his money in various departments and 
see that his pension is granted quickly, but an honest 
and strict officer -everybody will be against him -will 
have no money in order to pacify these people and his 
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pension is sanctioned after months or even years 
together ! I request the Finance Minister to see that the 
officers who are transferred and the officers who retire 
do not suffer. If the Accountant General comes in the 
way, the Finance Minister must find ways and means by 
which something is immediately given: some subsistence 
pay may be given to the transferred officers and some 

subsistence pensions sanctioned to the retired officers, so 
that they they may not be put to hardship. I am sure, 
if these simple snggestions are followed, our adminis- 
tration will be better : there will be less grumbling among 
the lower officers, there will be less discontentment 
among the transferred and retired officers.

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*SnK Koti Reddy (Lakku eddipalh) Madam Chir- 
man, while speaking on the Supplementary Demads for 
Grants which are now under discussion, I may just refer 
to the fact that the Government have allotted some 
amount for the development of coffee plantations in the 
Araku Valley. India stands second m the world in the 
amount of coffee produced. I do not know if India still 
holds that position. I am, however, glad that some 
amount has been provided for m the budget for develop- 
ing coffee plantations m the Araku Valley. I have only 
one point to make. We have all varieties of climate in 
our country— the coldest climate, the hottest climate, 
and temperate climate. That means India is in a position 
to produce all sorts of vegetables, fruits and grams In 
Araku Valley particularly the climate is very temperate 
and even in summer the weather does not go beyond 80°. 
I want to make just one suggestion in this connection. 
I see from the paper that they are producing Sama, 
Ragi and Rice there. These are grains which are 
normally produced in our country anywhere Instead 
of growing these, if the Government pays some attention, 
some kinds of fruits, which cannot be produced m the 
other parts of the country, can be very well grown in 
the Araku Valley. The question is, why can't we con- 
centrate production of some fruits in the Araku Valley? 
Some years ago I was there and I made enquiries 
whether strawberries were grown there and I was told 
*no\ Strawberries cannot naturally be grown in 
Cuddapah or even in Hyderabad It is the sweetest 
fruit which is famous in Switzerland. Everybody who 
goes to Switzerland eats them in considerable quantity 
and I was myself one of those who tasted the fruit, 
which is very sweet and delicious. Among the vegetables, 
take for instance Tomatoes. They are grown in any part 
of the country in winter but not in summer. I do not see 
why vegetables like Tomatoes and Peas should not be 
grown in the Araku Valley because of its temperate 
climate and because of its altitude. I would like the 
Government to make some efforts in this directton 
before they develop the coffee plantations. I do not 
object to coffee plantations being developed there but 
I would certainly like to see some of the fruits and good 
vegetables being grown in the temperate climate of the 
Araku Valley.

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Another thing is, coming as I do from Rayala- 
seema, I would like to mentton about famine. I would 
once again request the Finance Minister to take 
measures with the aid of the Government of India to 
relieve the people Rayalaseem from recurring famines 
in that area. 

Finally, a word about the Secretariat buildings. I 
am not sure where the Secretariat buildings are going to 
be located. I believe survey is being conducted in 
Hyderabad and Secunderabad. Till the survey is com- 
pleted I would like Government to put off the proposal. 
I would like to know whether the Secretariat buildings 
cannot be put up somewhere round here. After all for 
Secretariat Offices you can put up a 10-storeyed building 
or even a 100-storeyed building like the ones in New 
York and it should not require so much of space. 
Certainly it is more convenient to have the Secretariat 
buildings somewhere here. Apart from other things, it 
will save a lot of inconvenience to the poorer classes and 
the Office staff. Unless the Government wants to have 
palatial buildings I would like to see the Secretariat 
building located somewhere here. Perhaps the animals 
in the zoo could be removed from heje.
